Tosee what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise torepair the sidewalks in Meredith Village. 


40th. To see if the town will vote to purchase one or more 
snow rollers and raise money for the same. 


11th. To see what action you will take in tegard to put- 
ting gutters on the Town Hall and to painting the Town Hall 
and raise money for the same. 


12th. To see if the town will vote to accept the legacy be- 
queathed to them in the will of the late Chase Wiggin agree- 
ahle to the terms thereof and to give to the Executors of said 
will assurance of the execution of the trusts therein created. 


13th. Toseeifthe town will vote to exempt from taxa- 
tion for the term of ten years the stock and machinery of the 
Paris Night-robe Co.
